The bill provided that civil service 
employés could retire on pensions after 
reaching the age of 55 years and after 
putting in twenty years’ service on 
state jobs. The maximum pension was 
fixed at $1,200. 


Vetoes Civil Service Pension. 


The governor was between two fires 
from .civil service jobholders them- 
selves. Older employés naturally fa- 
‘vored the bill, but some of the younger 
ones objected to contributing from 1 
to 3 per cent of thelr salaries to the 
pension fund.

In these days of national establish- 
ments and transportation processes 
which link the west and east so inti- 
mately together a man, to be success- 
ful, must be cosmopolitan. And the 
local tying clause of the time payment 
debt robs -him of opportunity for ad- 
vancement ofttimes.
